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General Statement 

IN this YEAR BOOK the student-body of the School of Architecture of Columbia 
University for the fourth time present to their friends and the general public, 
some of the results of the work of the School during the last academic year. 
The work illustrated is confined to the departments of Design and Drawing for 
the simple reason that in no other departments can the work done be presented 
usually in such form as to be easily apprehended at a glance by the layman or 
the casual reader. Even in these departments the examples offered are so small 
a fraction of the total product, and are presented on so small a scale, that they 
can only suggest in a fragmentary and imperfect way, something of the extent, 
variety and quality of the work done. 

A few words of explanation are in order as to the organization of the in- 
struction. There are in the School three classes of students: candidates for the 
Bachelor's degree, admitted upon e\ddence of having completed two years of 
collegiate study before entering the School; candidates for the Professional Cer- 
tificate, admitted on passing examinations covering ten "points;" and "special" 
or non-matriculate students, who have had a few years of office-experience, •but 
are not candidates for a degree or certificate. In the work of the School, how- 
ever, no distinction is made between these three classes, every student being graded 
in his drawing and his design solely according to his individual proficiency. 

There are three grades in design: the Advanced, Intermediate and Ele- 
mentary. Students are admitted to the Elementary grade upon completing cer- 
tain preliminary work in the Orders of Architecture and in drafting. They are 
promoted to the Intermediate grade on acquiring six "points" in the Elementary; 
nine are required for promotion from the Intermediate to the Advanced grade; 
and fifteen in the Advanced grade are required for graduation, in addition to the 
Graduating Thesis, which is an important design-problem with accompanying 
dissertation and structural computations. 

Graduate students may register for participation in Graduate Design, 
which may be counted towards the higher degrees (A. M. and Ph. D.). 

In each grade there are major problems, lasting from three to seven weeks; 
and sketch problems occupying ten hours. "Points" are awarded for profi- 
ciency in these as follows: in the major problems, three points for a Pass, signi- 
fying that the design is satisfactory; four for a Mention, and five for a Special 
Mention. For the sketch-problems a pass counts one point, a mention, two. 
These ^^ points ^^ are awarded by juries consisting of three of the Instructors in 
Design, from one to three specially invited architects, and the Executive Head 
of the School. 

The work of study and criticism in Design has been carried on in three 
drafting-rooms or "Ateliers;" one at the University under Messrs. Delano and 
Nelson; two in "downtown" streets under the respective direction of Mr. C. F. 
McKim, assisted by Mr. J. R. Pope, Jr., and Mr. T. Hastings assisted by Mr. J. 
V. Van Pelt. 

The work in Drawing is chiefly in the hands of Mr. C. A. Harriman, who 
has charge of the Architectural Drawing and Applied Elements, preliminary to 
Elementary Design; and of the Elementary and Intermediate Free-hand Draw- 
ing. The Advanced Drawing (from the antique and from the nude) is carried 
on in a Special class at the National Academy of Design, under Mr. F. C. Jones, 
while a short course in modeling is conducted by Mr. E. R. Smith. 

As Executive Head of the School I desire to express my high sense of the 
value to the School of this Student enterprise, and my appreciation of the faithful 
labor which those charged with its conduct have bestowed upon it.

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A Naval Memorial 

LET it be supposed that the City of New York has undertaken the erection 
of a Naval Memorial in the Riverside Park and upon the river bank some- 
where between io6th Street and Grant's Tomb. 

It is proposed that this Memorial shall take the form of a monumental 
sea-approach or naval landing, for the reception by the City of distinguished for- 
eign visitors and other public functionaries, together with a Memorial Building 
as its crowning feature. 

The entire scheme therefore will comprise: 

1. A Quay or Esplanade not exceeding loo feet in width; with piers and 
boat landing, and a structure to serve for the reception of arriving guests, as well 
as a shelter for the reception committee. 

2. Terraces^ the lowest to cover over the existing railroad tracks; the 
uppermost 15 or 20 feet below the level of the Drive; the space between these to 
be treated at will. The decoration of the retaining walls must be considered. 

3. Naval Memorial: This will stand upon the uppermost terrace, and 
will consist of a central Memorial Hall with wings and galleries for nautical col- 
lections; the main floor being upon or near the level of the Drive, above a base- 
ment open only towards the river. 

A Reviewing Stand may be placed on the opposite side of the Drive if the 
competitor so desires; and exedras, kiosks, pergolas, comfort stations, rostral 
columns, electroliers, etc., may be freely disposed on or between the different 
terraces. 

Dimensions: The distance from the Drive to the retaining wall of the 
lower terraces is 500 feet. The difference in level from the Drive to the Espla- 
nade is 80 feet. The width is not determined but must not exceed 600 feet.

IMPROVEMENT OF COLUMBUS CIRCLE.

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A RAILROAD STATION.

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A Custom Station 

AT the entrance to one of our ports, situated near the Canada line, 
a combined light-house and custom guard-house is to be con- 
structed. The site is the end of a promontory jutting out at 
the entrance to the harbor. The ground floor of the building will 
be 20' above high tide, and the light will be 80' above the ground floor 
level. The building will contain a large guard room, office for the 
chief official, dining-room to hold twenty men, kitchen, dormitory 
for the men, and private room for the chief officer, toilets, etc. The 
building is to be constructed of masonry and is to present an imposing 
aspect. 

Massive ramps shall connect the level of the building with 
the quay below. On the quay is to be a boat-house to hold two fast 
launches. A large breakwater will be constructed to shelter the revenue 
cutter. 
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A Protestant Episcopal Church 

A CLOISTER, Parish House, and lesser buildings already exist on 
the church property of a wealthy parish in one of our larger 
cities in the western part of New York State. The Church 
itself is old, is to be re-constructed, and forms a subject of the present 
competition. The space reserved for the Church is on a corner of 
two streets having a frontage of 80', and extending back along the 
side street 170'. Adequate organ space, a choir, and robing room 
should form a part of the new building, which should also connect 
with the cloister. 
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A Pelote Court 

THE Spanish or Basque game of Pelote or '*Hi Lye," is played in a court 
approximately 40^x120', and with 60' of head room in the clear. It 
is bounded on three sides by blank masonry walls against which the players 
bounce the ball, and on the fourth (one of the long walls) by seats arranged in 
grand stands for the spectators. The court is divided by lines in somewhat the 
manner of a tennis court. 

It is proposed to erect a Pelote court at one of our southern resorts like 
St. Augustine or Palm Beach, and as it will stand in a prominent position, due 
regard to the architectural treatment is desired. The requirements are as follows: 

1. The court of dimensions given above and well lit by skylights. There 
can be no windows in the walls of the court. The floor of the court is on the 
level of the ground. 

2. (a) On this same level shall be placed a large vestibule with box offices 
for sale of tickets. 

(b) Dressing rooms for the players. 

(c) Lavatories for men and women. 

(d) From this vestibule shall lead aisles to the seats entered from the ground 
floor and ample stairways to the seats placed in the second tier. 

3. On the second tier of grand stands or gallery, there shall be an ample 
promenade, seats for spectators, and a row of twenty boxes in the front of the 
gallery. 

The seating capacity of the two tiers of grand stands shall be about 1,000. 
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A Club House for an Art Society 

THIS Club will comprise two distinct parts: 
First. — On the first floor, The Club proper, with the general service rooms 
in the basement, but lighted and ventilated by an area. 

Second. — In the second floor, several large galleries and Exposition Hall, 
to be opened to the public at certain times. The public will have access to this 
floor by a special entrance. 

The divisions of The Club are as follows: Entrance hall, conversation 
room, restaurant, library, newspaper room, smoking room and bar, card room, 
toilets, cloak and check room, pantry, etc. In the basement will be placed the 
billiard room, baths, barber shop, bowling alley, kitchens, etc. There will be 
service stairs and stairs for the members of the club. 

The lot is square at a corner formed by two intersecting streets, one side 
of the ground measuring 150' o", the building being placed 20' back from each 
street. The two other sides of the lot are limited by party walls.

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A Government Pavilion for a World's Fair 

SUCH a building does not contain the exhibits of manufacturers or private 
exhibitors, but only those of the national government. 

The plot allowed is rectangular and isolated, having its main access 
from an avenue bordering a river. The river is 12' below the sidewalk of the 
avenue, and the treatment of the retaining wall is to be shown in the sketch. The 
dimensions of the plot are 100' on the avenue and 150' on the sides. The building 
is to be two stories high over a basement and is to be treated in a classic style. 

On the first floor there will be: A large lobby, used as a resting room, 
with sculptural exhibits, a fountain, seats and plants, giving access to the main 
stairway, two offices for commissioners, a writing room and a reading room 
for newspapers and magazines, toilets and coat rooms. 

The remainder of this floor to be used as exhibition of departments of the 
Federal administration. 

Second floor: Galleries for exhibition.

THIS building will be constructed in one of the smaller cities, will have its 
principal elevation on a square, its rear elevation on a street, and will be 
limited on each side by party walls. The lot will be i6o' deep by 140' 
wide. The building is to contain an open space, either at the entrance or arranged 
as a court in the center, where there will be tables and porticoes so that the public 
can eat out of doors. The building will be basement and two stories high, and 
must have an entrance vestibule and ample staircases. Provision should be made 
for a hall, which can be closed off from the rest of the building for large dinners 
or for balls, and connected with this room should be toilets and retiring rooms. 
This ball-room should have a separate entrance. There should also be four 
private dining-rooms for dinners of twelve or sixteen persons. The kitchens, 
etc., will be in the basement, and should have ample accessories. There will be 
a serving room on the upper floor with steam table in direct communication with 
the kitchen. A part of the roof may be arranged as a roof garden. The office 
desk should be placed in a central position so as to command the entrance, the 
checking desk from the kitchen so planned that all waiters must pass by it in 
carrying out their orders.

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A Crematory 



THIS building is to be constructed in one of our newer cemeteries. It will 
consist of an entrance vestibule, gathering room with small retiring room, 

and toilets, public and private office, a large hall for the ceremonies, arranged 
somewhat in the form of a chapel with a space or small chapel opening from it 
opposite the entrance where the bier or casket may be placed. This space is to 
be so arranged that it can be closed off from the main hall by curtains, and on 
either side of the space will be rooms containing the ovens. The flues from these 
ovens may either rise straight, or can be brought together into a single chimney. 
Directly connecting with the chapel should also be a cold mortuary room with 
exterior entrance. The bodies will be taken directly to this mortuary room, from 
there after being arranged, will pass over a track to the chapel, and thence after 
the ceremony over a track to the oven. 

In the basement will be the furnace where gases for the combustion are 
generated. There must be firemen's rooms, coal storage, and facilities for dispos- 
ing of ashes, etc. The toilets and retiring room may be in the basement provided 
a staircase connects them with the reception room. The building is to be con- 
structed of masonry. The greatest dimension of the building shall not exceed loo'.

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A Band Stand in a Park 

IN one of our parks, a hill rises abruptly at one end. This hill is heavily wooded 
and will form a background for the band stand, which will be located at its 
foot. A large open concourse spreads out in front of the hill, where people 
walk or sit in the summer evenings and listen to the music. 

In order to throw the sound over this field, it has been thought wise to 
build this band stand in the form of a large niche. This niche must be large 
enough to seat a full orchestra, say of 150 musicians. The platform upon which 
the musicians sit should be elevated 10' o" above the ground, and around the 
niche should be arranged dressing rooms, lavatories, etc., etc., for the musicians, 
also a small foyer where they may gather. 

The band stand may be placed against the hill or a few feet away from it, 
as the competitor thinks best ; but to treat it well architecturally and make it seem 
a part of the hillside is essential. The plan must show the surroundings in the 
final drawings.

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A Vaulted Passage 



A BUILDING for the National Department of State is constructed around 
a large court, and fronts on a public square. Under that part of it which 
separates the court from the square and on the axis of the composition, 
is a vaulted passage, through which one enters the court and from the interior 
of which one enters the building itself. This vaulted passage is for foot passengers 
and for a carriage drive in the manner of the passages in the louvre. 

It is this central feature which forms the subject of the program. It consists 
of a building two stories high, comprising: 

1 . On the first floor, the vaulted passage, flanked on one side by an entrance 
vestibule, containing the staircase, and on the other side by the porter's office and 
dwelling gf three rooms. 

2. On the second floor, a monumental room over the vaulted passage, 
flanked on one side by the second story hall and staircase, and on the other side 
by two retiring rooms. 

The general character of the architectural treatment, including that of the 
passageway itself, should be rich and decorative. The total length of the mass of 
building required will be loo' and the thickness of the building from outside wall 
to outside wall 45'.

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A Fraternity Meeting Room 

THE different Greek letter fraternities of our Universities meet in yearly 
congress. One of these fraternities has secured funds to build a central 

fraternity house in New York City. This fraternity house will be effected 
to the executive business of the fraternity, and all conventions, commemorated 
services, and general rites as well as the annual convention will be held here. 

For this purpose an imposing room will form a chief feature of the build- 
ing. As the fraternity is of the secret order, the large room will have no windows. 
It will be lighted by artificial light, and possibly by light from above. 

It is to contain a throne for the chief officer, two lesser thrones for the officers 
who correspond to the Vice-Presidents, and special seats for the Treasurer, Secretary, 
Corresponding Secretary, and Chairman of the Re-union Committee. 

There shall be 20 seats for delegates, and as many seats as can be well 
arranged for other members who may attend conventions. The planning of the 
seating arrangement should be that of a Congress Hall, rather than of an audi- 
torium, for any of the members may become speakers during the proceedings. 

The decoration of the hall should be rich as well as dignified, and symbols 
of the fraternity should characterize it. The moon is supposed to have a peculiar 
influence upon the destiny of the fraternity. Other symbols are not defined, and 
are left to the imagination of the competitors. 

Blue and gold are the typical colors of the fraternity, but other colors are 
symbolical of certain phases of its life, and may find a place in the color scheme. 
Hanging lamps are to add to the decoration.

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A Railroad 

RAILROAD, in running through a city, has been forced by the 
local government to raise its tracks to a height of 40' above 
the street level. The railroad proposes to build a solid embank- 
, ment through each block, but where the road crosses streets, bridges 
must be provided. One of the streets to be crossed is 80' wide; 20' on 
each side given to sidewalks and 40' to carriages. This is to be bridged 
in masonry. There will be two arches, one on either side over the 
sidewalk, but over the driveway it is left to the judgment of the com- 
petitor whether one or two arches shall be employed. If two arches 
are used, the central pier should be made a decorative feature. The 
roadbed is for a four-track road, say 50' in its total width, and the 
passageways should be well vaulted and not have the appearaifce 
of tunnels. 

Since the street is a prominent one, the railroad desires a monu- 
mental treatment of the viaduct, and advised the use of the orders.

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A Cupola or Subordinate Dome 

THIS cupola or lantern is situated on the roof of a great edifice, 
being one of a pair which balance each other, and together 

complement the crowning dome behind them. 

It stands detached on a horizontal base and it is not required 
to show its relation to motives of the facade. It is polygonal in plan 
and is composed of one of the orders, upon a high stylobate, and domed 
above. It may be treated severely or with ornamental sculpture and 
freedom of silhouette. 

The largest dimension of plan, through the columns, is not to 
exceed 25'. No glass or sashes are to be shown, as the structure is 
open, its purpose being purely decorative, except as forming the head 
of a small stairway, which may be indicated in the plan, with an opening 
for egress to the roof.

IT is proposed to erect a public wash house in one of the tenement house districts 
of this City, to give to the deserving poor facilities for washing not obtainable 
in their own houses. 
The building is to stand alone in a public park. It is to cover a piece of 
ground 35' o'' x 80' o". 

REQUIREMENTS 

FIRST FLOOR 
One or more entrance under control. Room where children may be left. Ofl5ce controlling 
entire floor. Waiting or ante room. Large wash room, fitted with tubs and boilers. There 
will be two tubs to a person, while one boiler may serve for several. 

SECOND FLOOR 
Steam drying room, with separate drying compartments under lock and key. Ironing room, 
with heaters for the irons and abimdant space for the ironing boards. 

BASEMENT 
Several rooms for superintendent, cloak rooms and toilets for patrons, heating plant and coal 
storage. Basement entrance. 

IN GENERAL 
Several lifts 'for hoisting clothes to drying room. Smoke stack. Stairs. First floor raised high 
enough to give light into basement. Materials to be brick or stone.

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General Statement 

IN this YEAR BOOK the student-body of the School of Architecture of Columbia 
University for the fourth time present to their friends and the general public 
some of the results of the work of the School during the last academic year. 
The work illustrated is confined to the departments of Design and Drawing for 
the simple reason that in no other departments can the work done be presented 
usually in such form as to be easily apprehended at a glance by the layman or 
the casual reader. Even in these departments the examples offered are so small 
a fraction of the total product, and are presented on so small a scale, that they 
can only suggest in a fragmentary and imperfect way, something of the extent, 
variety and quality of the work done. 

A few w^ords of explanation are in order as to the organization of the in- 
struction. There are in the School three classes of students: candidates for the 
Bachelor's degree, admitted upon evidence of having completed two years of 
collegiate study before entering the School; candidates for the Professional Cer- 
tificate, admitted on passing examinations covering ten ^* points;" and '* special" 
or non^matriculate students, who have had a few years of office-experience, but 
are not candidates for a degree or certificate. In the work of the School, how- 
ever, no distinction is made between these three classes, every student being graded 
in his drawing and his design solely according to his individual proficiency. 

There are three grades in design: the Advanced, Intermediate and Ele- 
mentary. Students are admitted to the Elementary grade upon completing cer- 
tain preUminary work in the Orders of Architecture and in drafting. They are 
promoted to the Intermediate grade on acquiring six ''points" in the Elementary; 
nine are required for promotion from the Intermediate to the Advanced grade; 
and fifteen in the Advanced grade are required for graduation, in addition to the 
Graduating Thesis, which is an important design-problem with accompanying 
dissertation and structural computations. 

Graduate students may register for participation in Graduate Design, 
which may be counted towards the higher degrees (A. M. and Ph. D.). 

In each grade there are major problems, lasting from three to seven weeks; 
and sketch problems occupying ten hours. ''Points" are awarded for profi- 
ciency in these as follows: in the major problems, three points for a Pass, signi- 
fying that the design is satisfactory; four for a Mention, and five for a Special 
Mention. For the sketch-problems a pass counts one point, a mention, two. 
These '^ points''* are awarded by juries consisting of three of the Instructors in 
Design, from one to three specially invited architects, and the Executive Head 
of the School. 

The work of study and criticism in Design has been carried on in three 
drafting rooms or "AteUers;" one at the University under Messrs. Delano and 
Nelson; two in "downtown" streets under the respective direction of Mr. C. F. 
McKim, assisted bv Mr. J. R. Pope, Jr., and Mr. T. Hastings assisted by Mr. J. 
V. Van Pelt. 

The work in Drawing is chiefly in the hands of Mr. C. A. Harriman, who 
has charge of the Architectural Drawing and Applied PUements, preliminary to 
Elementary Design; and of the Elementary and Intermediate Free-hand Draw- 
ing. The Advanced Drawing (from the antique and from the nude) is carried 
on in a Special class at the National Academy of Design, under Mr. F. C. Jones, 
while a short course in modeling is conducted by Mr. E. R. Smith. 

As Executive Head of the School I desire to express my high sense of the 
value to the School of "this Student enterprise, and my appreciation of the faithful 
labor which those charged with its conduct have bestowed upon it.

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An Out-of-Door Swimming Pool 

and Pavilion 

THE site for this is supposed to be one having a beautiful view toward the 
South, on ground with an ascent of about 5% toward a wooded back- 
ground. 

A, Architecture. — The pool of approximately 60' in width and 100' 
in length is to be placed so that three sides are screened either by the building, 
or enclosing wings, trellises, or planting — leaving the fourth side open to the view. 

At the northern end of the pool, facing this view, is to be placed a Pavilion 
containing, besides a shelter for spectators, a small reclining room, and three or 
four dressing rooms for ladies, and a like number for gentlemen, together with 
toilets, small drying room with lockers for towels and bathing suits, and a pantry 
for serving tea and other light refreshments. 

The Architect's design may include lateral trellises or wings, with appro- 
priate landscape planting to form a frame and screen for the pool and pavilion. 

B, Sculpture. — The source, or fountain from which the water is to be 
fed to the pool, is to be located at the end, in front of or within the Pavilion, and 
should be the chief, if not the only, sculptural ornament in the composition. 

C, Mural Painting. — The Pavilion should be so designed as to afford 
a large open loggia or room facing the pool and the distant view, the decoration 
of which should consist principally of appropriate mural paintings. 

D, In General. — While the size, material and elaboration of the structure 
are to be determined by the competing Artists, the Program is meant to be a prac- 
tical one, and the scheme submitted should not call for such extravagant mate- 
rials and embellishments as to put its actual execution beyond possibility or the 
reach of any but extremely wealthy owners.

R. V. L. Haxby. 
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A Y. M. C. A. Building 

IN a city of the second order, the Directors of a Young Men's Association hav- 
ing come into possession of a fine site at the intersection of two streets, and 
having been presented by a munificent friend and patron of the arts with 
an ample sum for a new building, desire plans for the proposed edifice. 

The site, at the corner of a main avenue and important street, fronting a 
park, measures 150' on the avenue by 200' in depth along the side street. A 
reserved alley 20' wide bounds the rear. The fourth side is on a party line. The 
property faces the South. 

The building may not exceed 80 x 150' in size. Its location on the lot 
is at the designer's discretion; but the front must not be too far from the street, 
as its object is to attract the passerby and not to appear like an exclusive club. 
TJie lay-out of the grounds forms an essential part of the problem. 

The building is to consist of four stories, exclusive of the basement. The 
first or ground floor above this basement may not be more than 4' above the curb 
level. 

The plans must be so arranged that the gymnasium is reached from the 
lockers and baths in the basement by a stairway not accessible from the public 
halls except by doors which are usually locked. 

There should be a special stairway from the street for the use of lodgers 
and the Boys' Department. 

There should be a public stain\^ay and elevator from the basement up to 
the roof-garden. Both the stairs may, if desired, be interrupted, continuing 
from the second or third floor up in a separate well. 

There may be, if desired, an elevator in the northern part of the building. 

Members using the gymnasium enter the main reception hall, and after 
leaving coats, etc., in the coat room, descend to the basement in plain view from 
the Secretary's oflice, thence from the lockers by the special stair to the gymnasium. 

(The lockers, baths, kitchen, store rooms, bowling alleys, etc., are in the 
basement, connect kitchen with banquet serving room by dumb waiter.)

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A Great Public Natatorium 

THIS building, erected by a city government and intended to be one of its 
public monuments, is to provide a large and completely equipped swimming 
bath, several small swimming pools for special classes, as well as other 
types of baths, such as Vapor Baths, Turkish Baths and individual shower and 
tub baths. 

It will be located in the center of a city on a square 200' wide by 500' long, 
the main front being on the short side and facing a public park. Streets of the usual 
width bound the other three sides. 

The great swimming pools should be the principal and largest feature of 
the plan, and arranged to be practically open to the sky except for movable sky- 
lights, which could be closed in Winter. The treatment of the interior of this space 
should be monumental; in fact, the entire building should be carried out in the 
spirit of the old Roman baths, which were so sumptuous in their character as to 
attract all classes and formed an important feature of the City Life. 

The main entrance facing the square should lead to an ample vestibule, 
or **salle des pas pcrdus," adjoining which will be found the administration offices, 
distributing rooms for bathing suits, separate for the sexes, and corridors leading 
to private offices for the other types of baths, to shower and to the dressing rooms. 

The buikling should practically cover the entire property.

A Bridge 

THIS bridge shall connect two residential parts of a city separated by a river two hundred 
and fifty (250) feet wide. The level of the streets on one bank is fifty (50) feet above 
the river and on the other bank this level is seventy-five (75) feet. Therefore on the 
lower side of the city, the pedestrians and carriages would have to reach the bridge through ap- 
propriate inclines and stairways, while the street cars would cross the river on a lower deck and 
run in a subway below the level of the streets of the uj)j)er part of the city. 

The bridge has then two roadways, one 50' above water for the street cars, and one 75' 
above water for pedestrians and carriages. 

The number and span of the arches are left to the designer. The dimension of 250' is to 
be understood of the real width of the river and is not necessarily the length of the bridge. 
The surroundings being of the best class, with parking, trees, etc., it is required: 

1. To build the bridge entirely of stone. 

2. To decorate the approaches, ramps, stairways, in the most effective way. 

3. To place at one of the entrances of the bridge an appropriate memorial to a former 
President of the United States in such form as desired (triumphal arch, pylones, equestrian statue, 
etc.)

It is especially desired that the warm climate and beautiful scenery be 
taken advantage of by having the auditorium open to the sky; and the stage, 
though covered, capable of being opened at the back to a vista of the sea through 
an alley of noble trees. 

It is to be the permanent investment of the proprietors of the neighboring 
large hotels. Therefore a refined and dignified stability of character will be 
more suitable to it than the temporary and eccentric architecture of expositions 
or summer resorts. 

It will be for the exclusive use of a small but fashionable and wealthy audi- 
ence. Therefore there will be no galleries, and all the seats will be dbout equally 
desirable and comfortably and spaciously arranged with broad aisles. 

As in the Opera House in New York City, there will be long *'entre actes" 
for social intercourse, promenade and refreshments. 

The foyer will therefore be generous and form an important and decorative 
part of the composition. 

The stage and orchestra must be large enough not only for fairy and ballet 
spectacles and comic operas, but even for some of the lighter grand operas. 

The Opera House is to be divided into two distinct parts — I. the auditorium, 
and II. the stage — with their respective dependencies. Two small doors furnish 
the only communication between the two parts.

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The Vestibule of an Assembly Hall 

THIS Vestibule forms a lobby or entrance to a large Assembly Hall, the central 
feature of an important educational institution. This central building 
faces the Court of Honor and is flanked by two lesser courts; there- is 
also a court behind it. 

The Vestibule, of monumental design, gives access to the Hall, and is pre- 
ceded by a portico or Colonnades. Other Colonnades surround the Court of Honor, 
starting on either side from the ends of the vestibule; they may if desired be of 
a smaller order than the central portico. 

The principal subject of the problem is the facade of the central building, 
to be of stone or marble, of a dignified and monumental character. The dome 
or roof over the auditorium must be shown above the roofs of the Vestibule and 
porch or portico.
